ter* BOLZ is five feet ten inches tall, of large and stout 
build, weighs 177 pounds, has a long, oval face with brown 



hair and blue eyes. 



The Subject attended a Mittelschule for seven years, 
and his formal education ceaBed when he was only fourteen 
years old*- As he planned to follow a merchants career he. 
obtained employment with ah Ulm firm as an apprentice and 
was taught the fine points of being a salesman and a buyer, 
an experience which proved quite valuable to him later on. 
Having completed his training as an apprentice he took: a job 
as a bookkeeper with the Relchsbank’, which employment lasted 
until 1929* lu the meantime economic conditions in Germany 
grew continually worse, and the year 1929 found him unemployed. 
Dissatisfaction with his situation and the desire for a radical 
change drove him into the arms of the Nazi Party. 



BRIEF PARTY OR SERVICE HISTORY. 



In September I 929 BOLZ joined the NSDAP, but due to his 
unemployment he was unable to pay the dues and left the Party 
only two months later. In 1932 he became closely associated 
with the Nazis again when he became a bookkeeper in the office 
of the Chef des Ausbildungswesens (head of the training pro- 
gram) of th® Storm TrooperB (SA). He remained with the SA 
until 1934, when he became a civilian employee with the Kehr- 
macht at the Wehrkreiskommando 7 in Stuttgart. He visited 
an Army school that taught buying and administrative duties 
and then became a civilian buyer for the Army. 



A month before Germany's invasion of Poland BOLZ was 
celled to active duty with the Wehrmacht, which however con- 
tinued to use his administrative abilities in the same? position 
as befogs. In the beginning of February 1940 he was sent 
to Prague, Czecho-Slovakla, at which time he vras promoted to 
Faehnrich (a grade equivalent to Warrant Officer). His job 
in Prague bore the bulky title Of ’''ehrmaohtsbevollmaechtigter 
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und Loiter der Vorschriftenverwaltungsstelle and consisted 
of Baking. up the Table^of Organization. and Equipment for. 
newly-activated units. Still belonging to Wehrkreis V, he 
was promoted to Second Lieutenant on 1 February 1942. On 
1 December 1942 he was transferred to the Russian Caucasus 
to be supply specialist with the First Panzer Army. His 
work "the te was fairly short-lived, and on 1 April 1943 he 
was transferred to the staff of the Oberbefehishaber Sued, 
whose Headquarters was in Naples, Italy. In November 194-3 
he was called to Berlin to work at the Headquarters of the 
• Oberkommando des Heeres. A year later on 1 November 1944 he 
was assigned to the SS Jagdverbaende with the rank of Ober- 
sturafuehrer , This was a special assignment and sabotage 
unit, which even then was preparing to continue resistance 
after Germany 1 s defeat. He was again charged with supply, 
quarters, and rations. The American advance, however, became 
too quick for the Jagdverbaende to set up the planned nest 
of resistance in the so-Called Southern Redoubt. In April 
1945 the unit began to disintegrate, and BOLZ left the or- 
ganization.

Fritz UBEBSCHEBR, who was in charge of munitions 
and like BQLZ originally came from the Oberkommando 
des Heeres. 

Hauptscharfuehrer STOLZENBUBG, a technician with the 
ammunition department. 

Hauptscharfuehrer MANTASHIED (prisoner was not quite 
sure of the spelling of this name), specialist in 
blasting and demolitions. 

Hater sturmfuehrer STAFF A, who commanded a supply and 
, equipment unit with the Jagdverbaende. 

Untersturmfuehrer VOGT, who worked with STAFFA. 

Haupt sturmfuehrer Herbert URBANICK, in charge of 
rations, who may be identical with an Oberstunn- 
fuehrer URBANECK, formerly with Amt III and III b 
of the Befehlshaber der Sicherheitspolizei , Nether- 
lands, referred to in CSDIC/CMF/SDI7. 

IT. TIME. PLAGE. SPECIAL HSASOITS. AND CIRCUMSTANCES OF ARHEST. 

Shortly before the end of the war BOLZ left the Jagdver- 
baende and retired to Mitterberghuette near Bischofshofen, 
Austria. On 14 July 1945 he reported to II. S. authorities who 
interned him in a Prisoner-of-War Camp, at Gol ling and then 
transferred him to the custody of CIC in Salzburg. 

T. INTENDED SCOPE OF INTERROGATION . 

Subject will be given a detailed interrogation' regarding 
the SS Jagdverbaende in general, the functions of its staff, 
and details of supply, transport, and chain of command.

Source became acquainted with Wilhelm GA LT , ENT in Friedenthal 
bei Berlin. At that time (18 November 1944) GALLENT was in the 
uniform of an SS Obersturmfuehrer and worked with ^Referat IIa H 
ff classif ication and assignment of officers) until March or April 
l$45 r at the same time acting as adjutant to SKORZENY. His 
successor was HauptSturmfuehrer Lr. STAMA. For more information 
on GALLENT, see Preliminary Information Report on GALLENT, Wilhelm, 
Reference Number S049 /USDIC/fC 17, dated 29 November 1945, this

Source became acquainted with STAMA in Friedenthal in January

Source became acquainted with WALTER in March 1945 in Muenchberg 
when WALTER was bn an inspection tour of the camp. He was formerly 
supposed to have been with the Brandenburg Division* Yfhen source

1. Sturmbannfuehrer PINDER 

He was the highest judge in the Jagdverbaende The Judge Advocate 
General Department was organized in Friedenthal in December 1944« 

FINDER saw combat at the bridgehead Schurdt a/d Oder, SKORZENY himself 
was in command of this mission in December 1944 or January 1945* 
According to the radio and news reports at that time PINDER sentenced 
two men to death in Schwedt, The Burgermeister from Schwedt and a 
Luftwaffe officer were condemned. PINDER was an old SS magistrate and 
very bntal. 

2, Unters turmfuehrer PR.ATZ. 

He was the second highest judge in the Jagdverbaende and was a 
Fahnenjunker until December 1944, v.hen he was appointed Untersturm- 
fuehrer. PINDER and PR— TZ were together in Achtal, but where they 
went from there Source does not know* In all probability they went 
with the chief of Staff to Eben. 

D. MSSS^JIE CENTER 

Hauptscharfuehrer BTTTERV.OLF was in charge of this department, 
handling the incoming and outgoing mail and messages. His duties 
included the distribution of the mail to the various sections and 
the dispatch of the mail and messages (by post or courier). He had 
one man and a female clerk as assistants.

1945 ho and his men rare transferred to Combat Group "Bayreuth*. 

F. COMBAT GROUPS

Hauptsturmf uchror GIRG and Source became acquainted at the end 
of December 1944 iu Priedenthal, Reference is made to Preliminary 
Information Report on GIRG, Walter, Reference Number S022/CSDIC/IC5 , 
dated 18 October 1945, this Headquarters. 

GIRG's combat group v/os first attached to "Jagdverband Ost" under 
command of Haupts turmfuehrer von FCEIKERSiAd. According to reports, he 
carried out missions behind the Russian Ainos and lost all his men.

KILLi.EIT was Communications Chief of the Jac-d - ' r e T ’baende and was 
in commend of all the Communication Centers end C onmun i c r.t i on Companies , 
including the attached telephone and telegraph centers. He was an 
old SS leader, daring, arrogant, conceited. 

The Communications Section was transferred to Muenchberg , 

Station 1, from Berlin during the last two weeks of February 1945* 

The communications center, telegraph station, and telephone center 
were set up in the armory (Schuetzhe.us ) in Muenchberg; the administrative 
offices in the finance office were on the first floor, 

K.TLL..EIT transferred nothing more to Station 2 and 3 than one small 
telephone maintainonce section that went to Station 2, Achtal. KELDJSIT 
remained in Muenchberg and was detailed to the Combat Troops "Beyrouth", 

He hod his family in Muenchberg, but where he went after Source's departure 
from Mienchberg (18 -Epril 1945) is not known. 
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K^LK/EIT was fully responsible for equipping the Jagdverbaende 
with communications and signal equipment* He had to requisition this 
equipment through Xb* 

The communications Company consisted of specialists — radio 
operators, telegraphers etc* The communications center was equipped 
with the bost and newest equipment* The specialists, were mostly men 
transferred from the luftwaffc. -1 separate radio station was also 
set up in Fricdenthal* 

In addition, a Communications School in Deersheim commanded by 
Obersturrafuchrer HEINDORF came under the jurisdiction of KALDJyEIT* 
Source knows nothing about DEERSHEIM or HEINDORF.

HEIN and HEUvLlNN wore assigned to KAIXIEIT as signal officers* 
HEIN T7as chief of the "communications service" (Nachrichtendienst ) 
and HEIJOJN v.as in charge of the telegraph stations Both v x?re lost 
seen in Mienchberg by Source* 

For the regular and routine army functions the Communications 
Company was under the direction of the First Sergeant, who Source 
believes was named ZIIvMERIvil'JN* The strength of the Company ras between 
70 and 100 men* 

la COMBAT SEDTIQN 



1. General Information 

The combat orders for the Jagdverbaende came from Section la* They 
v;ere issued as "secret KdO matters” and were in code. The orders were 
entrusted to only the closest co-i workers of the Chief of Staff i Almost 
daily j situation and combat conferences were held in la* The following 
officials had to be present! Hauptsturmfuehrer GERH.JRD, Ib^ Dr* GRAF and 
Dr* REIDBL, Ic; and Hauptsturmfuehrer HUNKE, la* Source does not know 
the names of others 4 The conferences usually lasted one or two hours# 

In a room adjoining the la Administration office in Friedenthol hung 
large naps which were partly covered. Entrance to this room was for- 
bidden except with permission from the Chief of Staff* 

Source claims that he was never present nor v.as granted entrance 
to any of these conferences. He also says that combat orders never 
passed through his hands. Whenever requisitions for munitions, etc., 
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come to lb* the amount of materiel granted depended solely on the request* 

For example! For mission Wildcat* were needed* 80 rifles, 10 light 
machine guns, hand grenades, etc. From these requisitions it was 
difficult in many cases to -toll what the mission would bo# Although 
the requisitions come directly from the Jagdverbaende, it res never 
known for which mission or campaign these materials were being used 
because, in general, the campaigns were first carried out by the Jagdver- 
baende when they received their comb at order* 

From the middle of November 1944 to the beginning of February 1945 
Source was in Friedenthal, end in this period of time he only had one 
in complete and unclear view into Section la* Since he was assigned to 
lb and had to completely readjust himself from his previous work, he 
concerned himself mainly with lb* lifter Station 1 was transferred to 
Hof, Source had no connections with other sections#

From having seen reports at lb regarding requisitions Source was 
able to learn about the mission "Ravenhill" # 

Early in November 1944 Friedenthal Source met a large nuinber of 
Aehrmacht officers gathered there. Source especially noticed Major 
1ULF who was wearing the Oak Leaf to his Ritterkreuz. About fifty men 
from the army, navy, and Luftwaffe had registered erroneously at lb 
instead of at Ia # These men, since they were able to speak English, had 
received orders from their various units to report to la, Jagdverbaende, 
Ehcn source asked GERH-RD the reason for these men reporting there, 
he was told that it was for preparation at Grafenwoehr for a mission 
"Freies Indien legion, Indian" (Free India Legion, India), code name

equipment, and explosives r;as supplied by Source to a captain 
of the 3 r ^ U,S« Infantry Division on 8 May 1945* Source himself 
had not fled# On 17 IVky 1945 > by order of this captain, Source 
went to the Registration Bureau in Salzburg and because of the 
overall rush and confusion was not registered until 22 May 1945* 

On 8 June 1945> after having read posted Allied orders,

On 18 April 1945 Source cane to Station 2 (Achtal), 
rhere he became ill, and remained there until 27 April, softer 
rhich he wont to Mitterbcrghuetten and. remained# He had no 
special or particular duties there.

SUPPLY COMPANY; GENERAL INFORMATION 

Station 1 in Mitterghuetton v;as the responsibility of 
Ohorsturmfuehrer LOCHNER, a born Bischofshofencr , and Heaiptsturm- 
fuehrer DREIBH0I2*: (an iron metal worker), Source had no 
connection with the allotment and distribution of weapons, munitions 
explosives, rations, and clothing* The distribution of weapons, 
munitions, and explosives nos carried out towards the end through 
the Jb Arms and Ammunition department by Sturmbonnfuehrer 
UEBERSCHEER, Rations and clothing wore handled by Hauptsturmfuehrcr 
tPJL’JSINEK through IVa* 

The supply company was under the command of Obersturribann* 
fuehrer BLUTvE'JTHAL. Its functions were to keep the various supply 
dumps stocked vith munitions and explosives, weapons, tools and 
machinery, rations, and clothing* Tho Allotment and distribution 
orders went through channels from lb "Arms and Ammunitions 8 , 
^turmbannfuehrer UEBERSCHEER) , through the personnel of the supply 
company. The supply company received transportation and shipping 
orders by 'informing the transportation officer at Fuhrung- 
shauptomt , . who then issued the shipping numbers.

The company strength was 120 men# In addition to the above 
duty, ho regulated the amount of equipment and material going to

Towards the end of the war he was in Bischofshofen, vhere he 
lived in private quarters near the rail road station# In the 
beginning of May he went to his family in Steiernark, turning over 
his coonand to Untersturmfuchror VOGT.

He cane tc the Jagdverbacnde on 1 November 1944 from the 
Luftwaffe and was assigned to the supply company. In December 
1944 P r January 1945 be was assigned to the "Kanpfgruppe SKORZENY* 
in Brueckenhcpf Schwedt on the Oder, doing lb duties, It the 
end of January he returned to the supply company and took over 
the duties of shipping officer at Station 1, Muenchborg* In 
February 1945 be then came to Muenchbcrg with the supply company# 
and was in charge of the Guard Company and maintenance of security# 
From the beginning to the middle of May ho was shipping officer 
©t Station 2, Achtal, Finally, he was in Mitterborghuetten, 
from where he went to register at the Military Commission in 
Salzburg-, His hone is in Eisenach, Thuringia,

Ho came from the Brandenburg Division and was first sergeant 
of the Supply Company, He was in Mitterborghuetten at the time 
of the capitulation, after which he went to Salzburg to register 
at the Military Comission. From there, in all probability, he 
Trent back to Muenchborg bei Hof with his fiancee, who had 
accompanied' him on his travels. 
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Remittances of Foreign currency rare rogues ted from the 
various groups of Jagdverbaende, These remittances were taken 
care of by Hauptsturnfuehrer POD LECH, head of the department# 

The foreign Currency was being called in by the Berlin Reichsbank 
and v^s sent through the Abteilung D, Jagdverbaende,' Meat of the 
remittances came from "Jagdverbaende Suedost" (Kunas, Lei, and 
Slovakian Kronen) and from "'Jagdverbaende Ost a (Rubles). 

PODLECH also had charge of the settlement of leases, as 
veil as the payment of hotel and telephone expenses. Source 
saw him for the last time in Achtal. 

After his stay in Achtal, Source vent to Mitterberghuetton 
where ho found- a strong box in the lb steel safe. It contained 
a largo amount of foreign currency (Lei Kunas, Slovak, Kronen, 
etc,)* Source took this strong box and asked Generaldirektor 
M-iRSE of the iron works in Mitterberghuetten, with permission of 
the -Military Commission, to take this currency to the Reichsbank 
in Salzburg and deposit it for the Jagdverbaende. The General- 
diroktor complied but did not place the deposit in the name of 
the Jagdverbaende. Instead he put it in Sourced name* More 
information can be obtained at that bank. Source claims that he 
no longer remembers the amount of the deposit. The receipt 
thereof must be r.ith his papers, which were taken from him when 
he was put into the District Prison, Salzburg,
